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More About Aberdeen-Angus In The Dairy 


It has been said that 
the Aberdeen- Angus 
breeders have been so 
busy beating all-comeis 
throughout the world’s 
Fat Stock Shows and beef 
markets that they have 
been able to give very lit- 
tle attention to the ques- — ; 
tion of milk production. lt is true that the Bieed has built up for 


itself a record in beef production which is unequalled by any other 
breed, or indeed—as tested by Fat Stock Shows results within the 
past quarter of a century—equalled by all other beef breeds com- 
hined. At the same time, though we have no great faith in claims 
put forward on behalf of certain breeds of excelling both at the 
butcher’s block and at the milk pail, we do say that Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders have, without any very special effort, succeeded in 
establishing no mean reputation for their Breed in point of dairy- 
ing properties. These properties deserve to be more widely known, 
and though there should never be lost sight of the fact that the 
primary goal is the retail meat trade, it is well that occasion should 
now and again be taken to emphasize and to bring home to the 
general farming community the fact that Aberdeen-Angus do pos- 
sess valuable dairy propeities—-properties which, coupled with its 
unequalled beef record, its outstanding characteristics of early ma- 
turity, robustness of constitution, economy in feeding, and suitabil- 
ity for all conditions of keep and of clime, constitute it a most val- 
uable, all-round, general utility breed. 

Some Early References.—Early references are to be found to 
the dairying qualities of the cattle from which are descended the 
bree] ncw known as the Aberdeen-Angus. An early nineteenth 
ceitury writer notes that the native Polled cattle of the North-East 
“known and appreciated by cattle dealers and graziers from the 
Moray Firth to Smithfield” are “well adapted for grazing and the 
dairy.” Mr. Hugh Watson, who is on all hands recognized as the 
first systematic improver of the Breed, described his system of the 
management of his herd, under which extra calves were purchased 
and his cows brought up their own and a strange calf, say, from 
January or February to the beginning of May, when two fresh 
calves were ~ut into their place. These calves were weaned about 
the beginning of August, and a single calf was put to the cow, the 
cows having each suckled five calves—-surely a tribute to the milk- 
ing quatities, both in point of quantity and persistency, of these 
descendants of the “best and blackest” cows with the gift of which 
from his father, Hugh Watson, Keillor, set out in 1808 to lay the 
founiations of the modern breed of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The Ardovie records abound with references to the excellent 
milking qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus, and one can well imagine 
that there would have been more than “fill the pail” amongst the 
eight cows which Mr. Fulleiton put forward in his trial of strength 
with a similar number from the herd of Mr. James Mustard, Leuch- 
lands, and with which he won the stakes—-an Edinburgh dress coat! 
Think of one of his great foundation cows—and one of the great 
cows in the fouidation of ene of the most numerous families of the 
breed of the present day—Black Meg, from which was to come 
Pride of Aberdeen. Black Meg was a great milker, as one might 
expect in the case of a cow that was having calves up to nearly 
twenty years of age. When the dire misfortune of pleuro came 
and cleaned out his herd, Mr. Fullerton took to breeding from or- 
dinary cows bred to a Shorthorn bull—“I find these cows terrible

eaters” he laments. “The 
big brutes of cows I have, 
I am convinced, eat a 
third mare food than ever 
I saw Doddies do, and I 
do not find we are so well 
served with milk, and I 
feed higher than I ever 
fed the Blacks, nor is the 
milk of that rich quality my old favourites used to supply me with.” 
This early reference to the low cost of production of milk in Aber- 
deen-Angus cows has an interesting complement in the figures 
which we are able to quote elsewhere in these Notes giving the 
results of American inter-breed investigations. 

At Tillyfour, though one of the chief aims—and one that was 
accomplished with the success of completeness in face of a world- 
wide competition—was the development of the “disposition to ac- 
cumulate fat” we can trace the “milky way” through the descend- 
ants of the Ardovie Black Meg, for from her granddaughter sprang 
a race of females that simply drove competition before them in 
Scotland, England and France, to say nothing of countries further 
afield where as yet the Aberdeen-Angus had not gained a foothold. 
Some of Mr. Fullerton’s cows at Ardovie yielded at calving and for 
some time after calving, from twelve to fourteen Scotch pints daily 
(3 Imperial pints to one Scotch pint), but ten Scotch pints would 
be about the average quantity he got from each daily, over a lot of 
twenty cows. 

Over a hundred years ago the splendid milking qualities of 
the Kinnaird stock was a topic of comment. Here in early times 
we find Old Lady Ann, the oldest cow recorded ir. the first Volumne 
of the Herd Book, and fittingly enough it was noted of her that 
she was an excellent milker. In this connection we think, too, of 
the first entry among the cows in the Herd Book, Old Grannie, 
rearing in regular succession of seasons no fewer than twenty-four 
of her calves. Old Lady Ann imparted her milking properties to 
her descendants, and these were notewo1thy because of their con- 
tinuing to give a large quantity of milk till close on the time they 
were due to calve. Indeed, if allowed, they would continue to milk 
on till their calving. The old cattleman at Kinnaird used to say 
that he believed that from one year’s end to the other Old Lady 
Ann and her descendants gave more milk than any of the Ayr- 
shires, though they might not give so much just after calving. Fit- 
ting, too, is it to recall that Emily, the dam of Erica, which with 
Pride of Aberdeen, the descendant of Black Meg, takes rank as 
the greatest foundress of a family within the covers of the Herd 
Book, was a most valuable dairy cow. 

Cortachy is a name to conjure with in the Aberdeen-Angus 
world, and though no herd is at present to be found there the Earl 
of Airlie takes a keen interest in all that concerns the Breed, and 
we may again have the pleasure of seeing a leading herd of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle at this historic home. <A feature of the Cort- 
achy herd was its superior milking qualities, only animals of noted 
milking strains being selected, and there were produced records 
which somewhat surprised those who disparaged the milking prop- 
erties of the Breed. Thus wrote the late Lord Airlie—“I observe 
it stated that the Aberdeen-Angus are bad milkers. It is the 
fashion to say so, and no doubt if you breed exclusively for show- 
yard purposes and for beef-production you will have a number of 
very indifferent milkers. The same thing might, however, prob- 
ably be said of any breed, certainly of the (Continued on page 7 
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Important Cattle Feeding Question Marks? 


There are a number 
of important question 
marks (????) in the cat- 
tle feeding business these 
days. Newer’ develop- 
ments in science, combin- 
ed with the greater use of 
soybeans in our fields, has 
raised new problems for 
appreciation. And what 
are some of the questions that the present investigations are throw- 
ing light on? Let’s see. 

Some Questions That the Steers are Answering. 

1. Does it pay to add a simple mineral mixture made up of 
limestone, a bone product, and potassium iodide to the Standard 
Corn Belt Ration, the addition being at the rate of an ounce per 
two-year-old steer daily? 

2. How about the sulphur proposition, putting an ounce of 
the sulphur with this ounce of minerals just mentioned, and feeding 
the two ounces to the steer daily? All cattle had salt to run to. 

3. Can soybeans, ground, be used to advantage in replacing 
the essential protein supplement, in this case linseed oilmeal, O. P., 
and what are the soybeans, so used, worth in comparison to the 
flaxseed by-product, ton basis? 

4, What about soybean oilmeal, the by-product remaining af- 
ter the soybean oil is largely pressed out, as a replacer of the lin- 
seed meal? Is the soybean oilmeal carrying some 40 per cent, or 
better, of protein and about 7 per cent of fat, worth as much pound 
for pound as the ground soybeans that carry approximately 36 per 
cent protein and 18 per cent fat? Linseed oilmeal runs up to about 
35 per cent protein and close to 8 per cent fat, yet is it better or 
poorer for supplementing the steer’s ration than the soybean pio- 
ducts. We shall see what the steers have told us when we inter- 
pret the figures they have supplied us. 

5. What about soybean hay? Is soybean hay made from the 
Wilson variety, and which carries better than 9 pounds of beans in 
the.hundred pounds of hay, as good a feeding proposition as clover 
hay? Is there as much waste, and do the steers stay on feed well 
with this hay in the roughage manger? Yes, the results throw 
some clear white light on these considerations. 

6. And what about corn silage as compared to good farm hay, 
clover with a little timothy in it, or straight clover with some of the 
usual friendly but uninvited corn stalks adhering? This question 
really asks,—Is the silo worth while? Has the silo made good in 
beef production? Can we afford to own the silo, to sweat like 
Trojans while filling it in September, to “stand the gaff” of the 
high daily filling expense, to buy the extra oilmeal (or grow the 
extra soybeans) to balance the silage as compared to the lesser 
amount needed in clover or alfalfa hay roughage feeding, if we 
have available good hay like clover or alfalfa? 

*Coopelating with the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ Association— 
President A. Sykes, Ida Grove, Iowa; Secretary, H. A. Wallace, Des 
Moines, Iowa. Mr. M. D. Farnsworth, known to the “boys” as 
“Dad” fed the cattle this year as he has done for a decade or more, 
and the fact that the better groups made better than two and a 
half pounds a day daily gain indicates that they were “pretty well 
fed.” 
This is an individual farm problem; one man’s “money mak- 
ing” silo is another’s “money losing” one just like one man’s food 
is another’s poison. Much depends on economic, cropping, and live 
stock conditions on the farm as well as on the aptitudes, training, 
and rersonal preferences of the farm manager. 

7. Are steer feeding profits worth while? Probably not if we 
do not use the manure to top advantage. Probably not if we do 
not use the very best possible rations such as those which fit into 
the farm cropping and managemental scheme to top advantage. 
But that too all depends on the home layout and the farm manager. 
While John Jones is losing money Bill Smith is making a few dol- 
lars, and they live just across the road one from the other. 

Getting Into This Year’s Experiment. 

Looks as if we could get into this year’s experiment to advant- 
age now. We will do that by first studying the rations as fed to 
the ten groups of seven steers each with three hogs following each

“i The hogs were fed .2 pound of tankage per head on the corn 
at the night feed, and in addition they were allowed what shelled 
corn they would take twice daily and still “do a good job” of pick- 
ing up the grain from the droppings of the steers. A check lot of 
hogs was fed in dry lot, not following the steers.

Imp. Evenest of Bleaton, an intensely bred Erica, inherited his 
show ring propensities, and possessed the ability to transmit his 
sterling qualities to his progeny to a marked degree.

Sunshine 12th haa a Pride of Aberdeen sire, 
Prince of Aberdeen. The Sybil bull Sutherland, was by the Eisa 
bull Equestrian, Highland Society Champion in 1894. Showing con- 
dusively that the predominating influence has been Erica, and of 
the most popular tribes, so why not a great bull? 

Note also that the ancestors in the main, came through mat- 
ings of the Grants, who looked well to the quality and type of their 
cattle. : 

Imp. Evenest of Bleaton began his show yard career in the 
States as a two-year-old, winning Grand Champion Aberdeen-An- 


the 1917 International Live Stock Exposition at Chicago. The year 
1918 found him back to Chicago to try for top honors—and he was 
successful—winning Grand Champion Aberdeen-Angus bull and 
champion of the breed. In 1919 he won Grand Champion bull over 
all breeds at the Connecticut State Fair. 

The get of this famous bull includes Evened, a Trojan Erica, 
an undefeated son of Evenest of Bleaton, bred by Mr. Clarence W. 
Eckardt, and sold to a Tennessee breeder for $2,250.00. Proud 
Eve, a daughter, was Junior Champion heifer at the h:iternational 
Live Stock Exposition at Chicago in 1920 and Grand Champion 
throughout the Eastern States Circuit in 1920. Evest, another son, 
won grand championship as a Senior yearling bull at the Eastern 
States Exposition in 1923. There are many other outstanding in- 
dividuals among his get. Referring to the loss of this great bull, 
Mrs. Eckardt said: “Our loss of Evenest of Bleaton is most re- 
grettable, but we have among the bulls sired by him some of out- 
standing quality and individuality.” 

For the benefit of the uninformed a few comments on the 
breeding of the animals in the last generation above are here giv- 
en. Everard of Ballindalloch was sired by Mr. Geo. M. Grant’s El- 
ba bull, Eblito 50098, a highly commended bull of 1901. Fairy King 
of Kirkbridge, 1st and Champion at Highland Society Show in 
1897, was sired by the Enchantress bull Echo 50036; Fashion of 
Pitpointee, has for sire the Elba bull, Enthusiast of Ballindalloch, 
first in his class at the Highland Society Show in 1894. Eriskay’s 
sire was the Enchantress bull Ealdorman 50011. Eblito was also 
the sire of Edward R., a winner at the Chicago International in 
1906. The Eisa bull Eolide sired Eriskine.

AMERICAN ROYAL (1923) GRAND CHAMPION 
BLACK MARSHALL 5TH IS DEAD. 

As the forms are closing for this number the following tele- 
gram is received and we pause to pay tribute to this grand Mis- 
souri bull: “Burlington Junction, Missouri, April 22, 1924. Edi- 
tor Aberdeen-Angus Journal, Webster City, Iowa. Black Marshall 
Fifth died this morning during an operation for lump jaw. (Sign- 
ed) E. F. Caldwell.” This bull whose extended pedigree with some 
comment appeared on page five of the February 4th issue of the 
Journal was an intensely McHenry bred bull, sired by what is prob- 
ably the world’s greatest breeding bull, Earl Marshall and out of 
Blackbird McHenry 124th. Black Marshall 5th stood out as right- 
ful contender for the championship ribbon at the 1924 Internation- 
al and was being watched from many corners of the show world 
by those who coveted this honor. He was a massive, low-down, 
typey bull, full of character and substance, the sort which builds 
breed history. A splendid head and a disposition worth all the bull 
would bring in cash regardless of the high position held in the es- 
timation of prominent breeders in the States. In the loss of such 
an outstanding show and breeding bull Messrs. C. D. & E. F. Cald- 
well cannot accept the loss as all their own for in the curtailment 
of his influence upon the breed his loss becomes national in char- 
acter and the Journal believes that breeders everywhere will join 
in expressing to Messrs. Caldwell their sorrow over the untimely 
death of Black Marshall 5th. 

IN THE LAST ANALYSIS 
WILL WE BE FOUND WANTING? 

Conditions have been such the last few years as to lower the 
moral of the breeder and the feeder to such an extent that he has 
not kept up his breeding herd to a point of safety. Many herds 
have been placed upon the fat market, in numerous other instances 
throughout the country the young stuff with but few exceptions 
has been placed in the feed lot regardless of sex and slipped away 
to market at the earliest possible moment. Many of the olde cows 
have visited the shambles as well. The net result as the Journal 
sees the present situation resolves itself into a rather serious short- 
age of the right kind of beef cattle. Outstanding she stuff has 
gone ‘a-begging’ until witiin the last few months. The increased 
demand for good bulls and their apparent shortage is awakening 
within men a desire to do something for themselves, to own a few 
of the outstanding females that they may have a crop of calves 
coming on with whicn to meet the demand as the general public be- 
gins its wild scramble to get back into the beef cattle game. The 
Journal is just wondering whether the men who hold within their 
sphere tne destiny of the breed are keen and alert to the situation 
or whether they will be caught napping and found wanting in the 
crucial period of the breed’s reconstruction? A vast number of 
old breeders, new breeders ‘and live, wide-awake farmeis have had 
their ear to the ground. They have recognized the rumblings and 
in response have during the past few months been quietly adding 
to their breeding herds all the outstanding matrons available. The 
cattle man who is wise will follow this example by snapping up

The future is filled with mystery, and why not? Would it be 
proper for each of us to know equally well and positively just what 
the future has in store for the Aberdeen-Angus breed? No, it 
would net. With such knowledge the opportunity to go out and 
make good would have vanished. The possibilities of the man who 
loves the cattle business and what it has in store for he who ap- 
plies himself diligently to the task of working out a satisfactory 
solution would have been curtailed. It is well that we know not. 
It is well that man has an opportunity to go into the pure bred 
breeding business with the assurance that his success will depend 
largely upon his individual effort, his close application to business. 
Peisonal contact with the elements that make for success are a 
large factor to be reckoned with. To know one’s business is a ma- 
jor asset. Today offers to the young man a golden opportunity in 
the pure bred cattle business, especially is this true in the beef 
breeding section, and particularly are we interested in the develop- 
ment of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. The general slump in values 
of the last few years has brought its hardships to the owners, and 
all individuals closely connected with those owners in a business 
way, but in spite of all this these few vears have accomplished 
more for the advancement of the breed than any period of twice 
the duration known to us. This has been brought about chiefly 
through the process of elimination. Old cows ard yeung cows that 
have not met with the ideals of their owners have been prepared 
for the shambles and sent where they belonged. Young bulls that 
gave no special promise of being outstanding individuals, regard- 
less of blood lines, have generally speaking quickly found their way 
into the feed iots. Thus the general average quality of the bulls 
in service today is superior to that of five or six years ago. If only 
we shall have leained this lesson sufficiently well to make a strict 
application during the days that are just before us when there 
seems to be an increased demand for bulls. Keep only the worthy 
regardless of conditions, this must be done if the breed is to con- 
tinue to require the championship ribbons in the show and breed- 
ing pens, in the pens at the yards and in the carcass contests at 
the big shows of the country. oa

ily. In 1901 the cow, Euphony, in the old- 
established herd at Aldbar, lost her calf and 
she was taken into the dairy, when it was 
found that six weeks after calving she was 
giving sixteen Scotch pints of milk, or in 
other words, sixty pounds per day. The fol- 
lowing year besides rearing the two-hun- 
dred-guinea calf, Edeyrn—some price in 
those days!—she had to be hand milked 
twice a day during the whole summer. One 
wonders whether under the proper treat- 
ment Euphony might not have led the two 
thousand gallon army! 

In the course of a recent communication, 
Mr. Chalmers of Aldbar offers further in- 
teresting proofs of the milking properties 
of Aberdeen-Angus cows. “Up to 1870,” he 
writes, “the herd at Aldbar was kept entire- 
ly for dairy purposes. There were thirteen 
cows, and their milk records were carefully 
kept. The rule was that no heifer was re- 
tained that failed to give eight Scots pints 
(say 24 Imperial pints) three months after 
calving, and some of the cows doubled this. 
The quality of the milk was richer and bet- 
ter than that of any Breed I have tried for 
the dairy, except Jersey and Guernsey cows, 
ys holds its own in this respect even with 
them.’ 

Interesting statistics are available, taken 
in the old-established herd at Portleth- 
en, near Aberdeen. The yield of twelve cows 
in the herd, in one season, was found to

Thus for the twelve cows, of which four 
were only three years old, the average yield 
Was 7866 Ibs. Four of the cows gave milk 
right up to the time of calving, and the milk 
was described as being exceptionally rich in 
butter fat, 

There are of course certain cows which 
one much better results at the dairy than 
: ets: it is all a question of selection for 

€ grading up of a race of uniformly su- 


perior milking cows. In the old Aberlour 
herd in Mr. Robertson’s day there was a 
branch of the Drumin Lucy family known 
as Honestys, which were remarkable milk- 
ers, the cow Honesty 1690 having yielded as 
much milk as any other two cows in the 
herd. Had these valuable qualities been de- 
veloped in this as in other cases of the same 
nature, the position of the Breed -night have 
been even better than it is today. But ev- 
erything has been sacrificed to fulfil the 
destiny which Mr. M’Combie marked out for 
the Breed when he took up the work of salv- 
ing it, namely, the butchers’ block. There 
is little doubt, however, that by very little 
extra trouble it is possible, without sacrific- 
ing the merits of the Breed in beef-produc- 
tion, to rear animals that will yield a co- 
pious supply of milk, and that, too, of the 
choicest quality. Practical proofs of this 
are to be found in many herds, but an ef- 


for should be made to make this property of . 


the Breed better known than it is at pres- 
ent. Under the system of management car- 
ried out in the old Haughton herd, the home 
of The Black Knight, the cows were all us- 
ed as dairy cows and the calves were hand 
reared. 

Mr. Henderson, Studley Priory, near Ox- 
ford, related interesting experiences of the 
Aberdeen-Angus. He made his first begin- 
ning in 1879. At that time some of his 
neighbors advised him against attempting 
to-rear Polled stock, believing that the 
Breed could not develop in England so suc- 
cessfullv as in the north of Scotland. The 
first of his cattle arrived at a most unfort- 
unate time, as the grass was bad and par- 
tially flooded with incessant rains, while a 
most severe winter followed. The animals, 
however, vot nothing but what they could 
pick up, except a feed of hay twice a day 
when there was snow on the ground. They 
had only an open shed for shelter: still they 
kept in good condition—better, Mr. Hender- 
son reported, than his Shorthorns, which 
were having plenty of mangels, etc. He felt 
so satisfied with his experience of the Breed 
that he made further purchases and found 
that they did better on the same grassland 
than the Shorthorn. They were more con- 
tented, and a stronger and hardier race, and 
their calves were easier to rear. Mr. Hen- 
derson did not use the Aberdeen-Angus for 
the dairy, but he made every mother suckle 
two calves—a foster Shorthorn calf in addi- 
tion to her own. The practice of having a 
cow of the much, but unfairly, denounced 
Aberdeen-Angus Breed as a foster mother 
for calves of an alien breed is still to be met 
with. The writer recalls a visit to a lead- 
ing Shorthorn herd in the days when incom- 
ing values made light of the out going 
prices for foster dams, and here there were 
two or three Aberdeen-Angus cows rearing 
the calves of the Reds, Whites and Roans! 
And what of that Aberdeen-Angus foster 
cow that was to be seen—in the back- 
ground!—at the show of the Royal Agri- 
cultural Society of England at Newcastle 
this year? 

Further Records. 

Coming, however, to more recent times 
there may be submitted further evidence of 
the milking qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus 
cow, showing that the old properties are 
well maintained in modern times, though 
the interval has seen a big onward march 
in that especial realm, where the Breed 
reigns supreme—beef production. 

On the dairy farm of the Ardargie Farms 
Ltd., Ardargie, Forgandenny, Perthshire, 
there is (Aug. 1923) an Aberdeen-Angus 
cross cow which gave 1760 gallons of milk 
on her latest lactation. 

In the herd of Messrs. Andrew Taylor & 
Sons, Bowmont Hill, Northumberland, 


which is maintained on purely commercial 
lines, might be gathered further evidences 
of Aberdeen-Angus as milkers. The cow, 
May Blossom of Burton, has suckled two 
calves for the last four years, and during 


the past year she had three calves suckling 


her in the field. Her daughter, Amelia of 
Burton, has reared two calves for the past 
three years. Grace Pearl reared two calves 
at two years old, and last season she had 
two calves suckling her, as also had Pride 
of Burton. There may be recalled, too, in- 
teresting cases of deep milking Aberdeen- 
Angus in the herd of Dr. Wm. Smyth, West 
Ord, Berwick-on-Tweed, which was _ dis- 
persed in 1918, on the occasion of Dr. 
Smyth’s retirement from farming. Only 
heavy milkers were tolerated in the herd, 
as all the cows, after their first calves, were 
expected to suckle two calves in the season. 
At the time of the dispersion one of the 
cows in the herd was Pride of Preston 41st, 
which was suckling her third calf in the 
season of the sale, and the previous season 
she suckled four calves. Another cow, Bel- 
la of Ancaster, of the old family of Bellas 
of Greystone, which was sold fat the spring 
prior to the sale, in her sixteenth year, al- 
ways suckled three calves in the season. A 
blue-grey Polled cow at Apethorpe raised, 
in succession, six calves last season, and in 
a field there the writer saw a large number 
of Black Polled cows, each of them raising 
two calves. 

Mr. Wheler-Galton of Claverdon Leys, 
Warwick, carried out an interesting experi- 
ment in his herd in May 1923. As all calves 
are suckled in the Claverdon herd, as is the 
case in almost all registered herds of the 
breed, a cow was selected in order to meas- 
ure her milk yield and test the butter fat 
return. Her calf was taken off her for 
twenty-four hours and she was milked dry. 
At three milkings within the next twenty- 
four hours she vielded eight gallons two 
pints, and the milk on being tested showed 
4.3 per cent of butter fat. 

A correspondent writes:—“I am glad to 
see you emphasize the milking qualities of 
the Aberdeen-Angus. I believe many more 
Aberdeen-Angus would be kept if English 
farmers knew how well they milk. I went 
to 2 sale of Guernseys lately and as far as 
I could gather they gave about three gal- 
lons daily on an average. My old Blackbird 
cow, we always reckon, gave two gallons 
daily when she had her calf running with 
her. The calf would hardly take less than 
a gallon, and if so there would not be so 
much between her and the Guernseys. I 
have other cows probably as good, but un- 
fortunately owing to running the calves 
with the cows one has no exact measure- 
ments to go on.” 

An English correspondent writes:—“‘For 
many years I was connected with one of 
our leading herds of Booth Shorthorns, and 
was impressed by the number of cows that 
were unable to rear their bull calves satis- 
factorily, necessitating the provision of or- 
dinary cows as foster-mothers. I have now 
had, for some years, a herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, and after drafting some half- 
dozen cows as indifferent milkers,. such a 
thing as a cow unable to rear one, and very 
often two, calves well enough to prepare 
them for the annual spring sales has been 
unknown. If milking records were started 
for the Aberdeen-Angus, as was done for 
the dairy Shorthorns, I believe the former 
would equal, if not surpass, the latter. The 
milk from one of my Aberdeen-Angus, per- 
haps the heaviest milker in my herd, on be- 
ing tried in a test tube, threw up more 
cream than the milk from any of my Jersey 
or Guernsey dairy cows. At the same time

Reduce Bovine Tuberculosis Tremendously. 

Augusta, Maine, March 24.—Bovine tu- 
berculosis in Maine has been reduced to sev- 
en-tenths of one per cent, according to a 
bulletin which has just been issued by the 
Division of Animal Industry in the State 
Department of Agriculture. This bulletin 
includes detailed figures covering a period 
of several years and coming down to March 
1, 1924, on the eradication work which has 
been done by the State in cooperation with 
the United States Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try. 

The percentage of tuberculosis in Maine 
cattle at the present time in each county is 
shown by the following summary: Andros- 
coggin, one-half of one per cent; Aroostook, 
three-fifths of one per cent; Cumberland, 
two and one-half per cent; Franklin, one- 
half of one per cent; Hancock, four-fifths 
of one per cent; Kennebec, three-fifths of 
one per cent; Know, two-fifths of one per 
cent; Lincoln, seven-tenths of one per cent; 
Oxford, seven-tenths of one per cent; Pen- 
obscot, seven-tenths of one per cent; Pisca- 
taquis, three-fifths of one per cent; Saga- 
dahoc, three-fifths of one per cent; Somer- 
set, three-fifths of one per cent; Waldo, one 
per cent; Washington, no infection; York, 
three per cent. 

“Maine is so far ahead of other Eastern 
States in her low percentage of this disease 
that there is no comparison,” said H. M. 
Tucker, Chief of the Division of Animal In- 
dustry, and explained that the general aver- 
age of tubercular infection in cattle East of 
the Mississippi River, outside of Maine runs 
from fifteen to thirty per cent. 

‘What makes the difference in Maine?” 
was asked. 

“Chiefly the length of time we have been 
trying to stamp it out, and the persistence 
with which we have worked,” said Mr. Tuck- 
er. He said that whereas certain of the 
New England states have recognized the 
worth of the tuberculin test only within the 
past two or three years, Maine recognized 
it thirty years ago, and has been combating 
the disease ever since with unrelenting vig- 
or. By means of the cooperating with the 
Federal Bureau of Animal Industry, bovine 
tuberculosis in this state is rapidly ap- 
proaching the vanishing point. 

Mr. Tucker explained that the purpose of 
the new bulletin is to advertise to cattle buy- 
ers in states west of Maine the fact that 
vigorous, healthy cattle which have been 
tuberculin tested and shown to be free of 
disease, are to be had in this state——Press 
Herald.

Next 
highest price paid for heavies was $11.15 
given by Wilson for a load of 1496-lb. steers 
from Mills county, Iowa. Some big plain 
weighty steers averaging 1400 to 1450 lbs., 
on the other hand sold to killers around 
$8.50 to $9.00. With such a wide range of 
prices as exist at present, quality makes a 
great deal of difference in prices. Common

I do not pretend to have made any careful 
or scientific experiments. My bailiff and 
stockman have long held that the Aberdeen- 
Angus keep their condition on something 
like two-thirds of the feeding required by 
Shorthorns. If they are anywhere near cor- 
rect, this is a very important economy.” 
Mr. Gordon R. Shiach, of Rosebrae, El- 
gin, in the course of an article which he con- 
tributed to “Modern Farming,” after point- 
ing out the pre-eminence of the Aberdeen- 
Angus in beef production, quotes a dairy- 
man who owned an Aberdeen-Angus cow 
which gave him 17 lbs. of butter per week 
for 17 weeks and remarks, “Surely this 
reads well alongside the high records of our 
richest milk breeds.” “My personal exper- 
ience,” he proceeds, “is that practically all 
the dams require hand-milking for a con- 
siderable time after calving, and that even 
now at the end of September, all my cows 
calving from 1st December last are still giv- 
ing a good supply of milk, without cake or 
grain feeding. And this, too, in the North

summer. Some cows carry a lot of flesh 
even when milking. I might here instance 
the case of a four-year-old Evergreen Erica 
now in my herd. At two years old she 
calved twins and brought up one calf; at 
three she had a bull calf which was third 
at Johannesburg Show, while at four years 
old she again calved twin heifers, both of 
which she nursed for three months, until 
one was taken from her to fill the place of 
a calf which had died. Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle have suffered in reputation in that no 
breeder seems to have had leisure or inclin- 
ation to keep milk records and prove their 
worth in this respect to the farming world, 
but the misfortune is largely due to the ex- 
cellence of the cattle. Breeders of fancy 
stock have naturally kept more in the fore- 
ground the beef-producinz qualities of the 
race, and its claim to be the greatest Breed 
in the world for producing beef of the high- 
est quality with a minimum of waste, and 
have taken for granted too much that their 
cows could be depended upon as milkers. 
It is the farmers’ wives of the North and 
North-East of Scotland who can testify how 
the “Doddie” fills the pail and gives a big 
butter return. My experiences go a long 
way to show that beefing and milking prop- 
erties may be combined in the same animal. 
While one naturally gives bull calves the 
whole of their mother’s milk, I have no hes- 
itation in putting two heir calves to one cow, 
provided she is in her prime and has arrived 
at her third lactation.” 

In the course of an article in the “Aber- 
deen Free Press,” it was remarked that “the 
really good Aberdeen-Angus cow is a first- 
rate milker. An Aberdeenshire dairyman 
informs us that he had one in his dairy 
which gave him a yield of seventeen lbs. of 
butter per week for seventeen weeks.” 

A writer on the Clone herd, the property 
of Mr. A. S. Patten, remarks “That the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus are often very good milkers 
is shown in the fact that in the Clone Herd 
there is at present a cow—an Erica—rear- 
ing two calves of about 10 weeks old, and up 
to quite recently some of her milk had to 
be removed from time to time by hand, as 
the two calves were not able to ease the 
milk pressure; also in a neighboring dairy 
herd there is one which is at present giving 
over 6% gallons daily.” 

In Professor Sheldon’s “Dairy Farming,” 
reference is also found to the milking qual- 
ities of the Aberdeen-Angus—“There are 
many excellent milkers among the Aber- 
deen-Angus, and it is safe to assume from 
these instances that the breed is not by any 
means destitute of the qualities which go to 
make up a first-class dairy breed. The one 
thing needful is to cultivate, as has been 
done in other breeds, the development of the 
lacteal organs. When regularly milked by 
hand they are commonly found to give a 
very fair quantity; under this training and 
careful breeding in the same direction, Ab- 
erdeen-Angus would after a time be found 
equal to some of the more widely establish- 
ed dairy breeds.” .

a gta important contribution in the 
wutrition field is the vitamine theory. We 
know little about the chemical composition 
of these mysterious elements, the vitamines, 
but we do know of their presence in certain 
foods. These vitamines are conducive to 
growth and good health. Lacking these vi- 
famines, the child does not grow and the 
adult is not well. 

It has been discovered that the glandular 
and other internal meat parts, namely, the 
liver, kidney, heart and biains are all rela- 
tively rich in vitamines. It is, therefore, 
dear that the wholesomeness of the diet 
can be increased by the use of these internal 
meat parts and the housewife knows that 
when she gives her family these unusual 
cuts of meat she is supplying these much 
needed vitamines. , 

Tripe is the stomach of the beef animal, 
and is very easily digested on account of 
the large amount of gelatinous matter it 
contains. It is also very nourishing because 
of the high percentage of fat. Tripe may 
be pickled, breaded or served a-la-creole. 

A sweetbread is the thymus gland. The 
two parts of a sweetbread are called the 
heart and throat sweet-bread, named from 
their position. Sweet-breads are always 
blanched before preparing in any style. 

To blanch sweet-breads, remove from pa- 
pr as soon as received from market. 
Plunge into cold running water or change 
water frequently.. Soak one hour, drain and 
put into salted boiling water to which a lit- 
tle vinegar has been added. Cook slowly be- 
low boiling points 20 minutes; again drain 
and plunge into cold water. Remove portion 
membrane that is not edible. The sweet- 
breads are then ready for creaming, baking, 
frying, en casserole or for salad. Prelimin- 
aly simmering is always necessary, no mat- 
ler what methods of final serving are used. 
Sweet-breads must always be carefully han- 
led to completely remove the membrane 
and all unsightly portions. | Sweet-breads 
may be separated into sections, shredded 
with a knife and fried in deep fat, and then 
seved with any sauce preferred, either 
white, brown, tomato or combination. 

opular and delicious salad is made by 
Substituting sweet-bread for chicken and 
‘ving with the usual dressings, either cel- 


ery, hard-boiled eggs, lettuce and mayon- 
naise or other dressings. Sweet-breads are 
particularly delicious served in scooped-out, 
chilled tomatoes and in the season when to- 
matoes are plentiful, this dish is not expen- 
sive. Sweet-breads make a fine luncheon 
dish if served in combination with peas and 
with the addition of a creamy sauce. They 
may also be served in a border of boiled 
rice, mashed potatoes, or with small hot bis- 
cuits. Sweet-breads answer in place of veal 
in any made dish, as their delicate flavor 
lends itself well to various seasonings and 
sauces. 

The heart from good beef furnishes con- 
siderable food value at a moderate cost. It 
should first be thoroughly washed. The ar- 
teries and veins are then cut out, and the 
heart washed again to free it from blood. 
The heart is usually stuffed to fill it out 
and to improve its shape, as well as to ex- 
tend the service of the meat. Bread toast 
or cracker crumbs may be used. Finely cut 
onion, and parsley and a few of the savory 
herbs may be added to the bread crumbs if 
desired. Salt and pepper should be used 
plentifully for seasoning. Beef fat from 
some other cut may be added to enrich the 
heart. Add a small amount of water (the 
soft dressing becomes softer from moisture 
during the cooking), and put the dressing 
into the opening. The flavor of this dress- 
ing will be increased if, instead of putting 
the fat into it, it is sauted with a little fat. 
Sew up the end of the heart loosely, to al- 
low for swelling, and sprinkle with season- 
ed flour. Use either a frying pan or an 
iron kettle and brown the heart in pork fat 
or drippings. The cooking can then be fin- 
ished in the kettle with the addition of 
enough water to partly cover, or the heart 
can be transferred to a casserole or baking 
dish, water added and the cooking complet- 
ed in the oven. In either case the liquid 
should be slightly thickened, and the heart 
turned several times during the cooking. 
The heart must be basted every twenty min- 
utes if it is cooked in an open baker. Onions, 
carrots and cut celery added to the dish, 
make a pleasing combination. Meat of such 
close texture requires long, slow cooking to 
make it tender. If the cooking is right, the 
result will be excellent. 

Brains may be blanched by soaking in 
salt water over night and skimmed, or by 
boiling a few minutes in salt and water, 
skinned and plunged into cold water. They 
are then ready to prepare in any of the fol- 
lowing appetizing ways: 

1. Separate brains and cook with scram- 
bled eggs. 

2. Add the separate brains to a thick 
white sauce and serve a la king. 

3. Rolled in flour and bread crumbs, 
fried in hot fat and served with hominy 
cakes. This makes a hearty main dish for 
luncheon. 

4, They may be stewed with dumplings. 

5. They may be scalloped or prepared in 
a rn or made into croquettes or ris- 
soles. 

Beef or veal lungs are easily cooked and 
may be stewed or served en casserole. The 
kidnevs may be stewed, sauted, boiled or 
grilled. Beef tongue may be boiled, corned, 
baked, smoked or pickled. Beef or calves 
liver may be fried, baked or larded with 
onions. Oxtails are only fairly well known 
and should be more generally used. They 
are splendid for soups, stews or braizing.

Calves’ heads are considered a rare delic- 
acy and many attractive, delicious dishes 
may be concocted from them by the thrifty 
housewife. 

Some recipes illustrating ways to use 
unusual meats: 

Tripe, Milanaise. 


114 lbs. tripe 1 carrot 
1 onion 1 stalk celery 
2 tbsp. fat salt-pepper 


Chop carrot, onion and celery fine;: fry 
them in fat; when nicely browned, add 
tripe, cut in pieces about 2 inches long and 
half an inch wide; season with salt and pep- 
per. Cover with water and let it simmer 
for 30 minutes; stir occasionally and when 
boiling, serve on a hot dish. 


Sweet-Bread Mousse. 

1 c. hot stock 1 tbsp gelatin 
14 e. cold water 1 c. sweet-breads (finely 
1 pimento chopped and blanched 
1% e. whipping cream Salt and pepper 

Soak gelatin in cold water, dissolve in hot 
stock, cool slightly, add sweet-breads and 
when this has begun to stiffen, fold in the 
whipped cream. Decorate moulds with 
pieces of pimentoes, pour in the sweet-bread 
mixture and set in a cold place till thor- 
oughly set. Serve with cress, lettuce, to- 
mato, asparagus or cucumber salad dressed 
with French dressing. 


Stewed Beef Heart With Prunes. 


1 beef heart 1 tsp. salt 
1 c. pitted prunes 4 tsp. pepper 
1% ce. flour 


Pour boiling water over beef heart and 
let stand for ten minutes. Trim off fat and 
arteries, and cut in pieces for stewing. 
Dredge with flour and brown in a little fat 
obtained by trying out some of the fat which 
was cut off. Place in stew kettle and pour 
over it enough hot water to cover, add the 
prunes soaked and pitted, season with the 
salt and pepper, and stew slowly until ten- 
der. Take care that it does not burn. This 
recipe will serve eight people generously. 

Stewed Kidneys. 
Kidneys 4% tsp. pepper 
2 tbsp. fat 1 tbsp. chopped celery 
2 tbsp. flour 1 tbsp. catsup 
1 c. stock or water 1 tbsp. chopped parsley 
1 tsp. salt 

Split a pair of fresh kidneys, removing 
the white fat and sinew from the center. 
Cover with cold water and heat gradually, 
not allowing to boil. Drain and cut into 
pieces. Cover again with cold water and 
heat to simmering point. Make sauce of 
other ingredients and add chopped kidneys. 
Braized Tongue. 

1-3 ¢. cellery, diced 
14 c. carrots, diced 1 sprig parsley 
1-3 c. onion, diced % ec. peas. 

Cook tongue slowly in water for two 
hours. Take out and remove skin. Place in 
baking dish with vegetables. Add four cups 
of sauce. Cover closely and bake two hours, 
turning after first hour. If canned peas are 
used, do not add at first with uncooked veg- 
etables.

Plans have been prepared and construc- 
tion work will soon be under way on a new 
Industrial Arts building on the grounds of 
the Eastern States Exposition, Springfield, 
Massachusetts. This new building, which 
will have about three acres of floor space, 
is necessarv to take care of the increased 
demand for exhibition space of machinery 
and industrial exhibits. The large building 
that was previously used for housing these 
exhibits will be converted into a horse barn 
and the present horse kain used for housing 
cattle. With the addition of the new build- 
ing the housing facilities for cattle and 
horses will be very much enlarged and im- 
proved over previous years, when it was 
necessary to house the surplus cattle in 
tents. With this change in the housing fa- 
cilities for live stock, it will be possible to 
house comfortably in fireproof barns about 
1200 head of cattle and 350 horses, as well 
as providing room for a large poultry and 
pet stock show.
